Venice's McKinley Bridge bond plans hit snag 


Preliminary study shows traffic doesn’t justify funding request

Plans by the city of Venice to bor- 
row money to pay. off bonds and 
make repairs to the McKinley Bridge 
have hit a snag. 

A preliminary traffic study report 
shows that the bridge does not have 
enough traffic to justify the amount 
of money city officials want to bor- 
row. ~ 


IDOT District 8 Engineer James 


The city recently hired CBB Inc. of 
St. Louis to perform a traffic study 
on the bridge at a cost of about 
$56,900. 

At Tuesday’s ay Council meeting, 
Mayor Tyrone Echols said the pre- 
liminary results were ‘‘not looking 
bright,’’ and that December totals 
showed bridge traffic is actually 
down about 1,200 cars per day from 
the previous year. 

December traffic totaled 9,919 vehi-

cles per day, a decrease of 1,259 from 
the previous year. 

“The projection is that we can’t do 
the things we’d like to,” he said. 

Another long-term factor is the pro- 
posed new bridge across the Missis- 
sippi between the McKinley and Mar- 
tin Luther King bridges. 

“‘We know that’s going to hurt us,’’ 
Echols said. 

The mayor had hoped to borrow up 
to $15 million to. pay off the present 


bonds on the bridge, then combine 
that money with federal and state 
grants to perform up to $21 million in 
repairs. 

Early last year, Echols said that 
without a major repair project, the 
deck on the western side of the 
bridge would probably fail within five 


years. 

If that happened, Echols said he 
would probably be forced to close the 
bridge. 


The city has already defaulted on 
approximately $4.3 million in bonds 
on the bridge that came due Oct. 1. 
The city has been negotiating with 
bondholders and has proposed tripling 
the bond interest to 6 percent. 

Echols said he still hoped that the 
traffic study would show they could 
undertake some kind of repair pro- 
gram

Easterly: plans need funding 


Area IDOT engineer discusses roads at breakfast

While a billion-dollar plus budget 
sounds like a lot, for the Illinois 
Department of Transportation it is 
not going: to be snougt to keep up 
with all the state’s needs. 

At the monthly Granite City Rotary 
Prayer Breakfast, IDOT District 
Engineer James Easterly talked 
about the agency’s plans for the next 
few years. 

“We have more needs than we 
have revenues, there’s no doubt about 
that,’’ he said. “Our current budget 
is about $1.1 billion (statewide) per 
year. We believe that’s goin to go up 
because of additional federal funding, 
but we’re not sure if that’s going to 
be enough to address the needs of 
Southwestern Illinois.’’ 

He said the additional money 
comes from last year’s federal high- 


way funding bill, which was not com- 
pleted by the time IDOT’s budget 
was prepared. He said the federal 
funds will provide about $200 million 
each year in additional revenue 

About 45 percent of all IDOT fund- 
ing goes to the Chicago area. Easter- 
ly said proposals to increase that to 
around 50 percent would be a disaster 
for the downstate districts. 

“We usually get somewhere around 
$80-$100 million per year for highway 
projects,”’ he said 

Two of the major projects now 
under way are the new Mississippi 
River Bridge and the relocated Mli- 
nois 3. Easterly said the first phase 
of engineering is ongoing for both . 

“‘We have the money in our pro- 
gram to go ahead with our next 
phase of engineering, that’s where we 
actually put our plans together,’’ he 
said. He said the that phase should 
begin next year. 

“It takes about three years,’’ he

New laws would protect 
consumers from contest scams

ou re- our next -million-doliar winner!"* 
You’ve already won $5 million!" 





Most Illinoisans would. recognize these lines as the special 
language of direct-mail sweepstakes ie 

Along with winter snowstorms, we are currently being hit with 
a mail-box blizzard of these familiar solicitations. 


We've all heard the holiday lyrics ‘‘Tis the season to be jolly 
but when it comes to the millions of sweepstakes in the m: 
it’s always the season to be cautious. 








While many companies have used sweepstakes responsibly — 
typically to promote the sale of magazines, books or other prod- 
ucts — others have bilked consumers out of millions of dollars 
by falsely suggesting a purchase is necessary to qualify for the 
sweepstakes or to increase the odds of winning a prize 








Other deceptions have included packing sweepstakes soli 
tions to look like government documents and promising recipi- 
ents that they have already won even though the fine print 
reveals minuscule odds of winning. Companies also have bought 
and sold so-called ‘‘sucker lists’? of people who have fallen for 
their scams 


The elderly are particularly vulnerable to sweepstakes fraud. 
Some senior citizens sweepstakes recipients have traveled thou- 
sands of miles to claim prizes they thought they had been 
assured of winning. Others have spent thousands of dollars on 
magazines and other merchandise because they thought it would 
help them win 


That’s why I am working with my Senate colleagues to pro- 
pose bi-partisan legislation to give the U.S. Postal Service more 
authority to protect consumers. I have supported, and will con- 
tinue to support, measures that direct the U.S. Postmaster Gen- 
eral to issue regulations governing sweepstakes miuiling that 
provide for clear disclosure of contest rules of odds of winning 


I also support increased penalties for violating current postal 
statutes prohibiting fraud 


Consumers also can fight fraud by carefully reading sweep- 
stakes solicitations. Recipients should remember that. no pur- 
chase is nec ry to participate, a purchase does not increase 
the odds of winning and the odds should be stated on the sweep- 
stakes material 





If a sweepstakes claims that ‘‘You’re our new winner’’ or 
“You've already won,” check the fine print, because it’s proba- 
bly not true

sweepstakes practice should contact their local postmaster, call 
the toll-free postal crime hot line at (800) 654-8896 or call the 
National Fraud Information Center Hotline at (800) 876-7060.

_Tim Forneris had the time of his 
life last fall when he became an 
instant—celebrity after retrievin 
Mark McGwire’s record-setting 62n 
home run at Busch Stadium 

The St. Louis Cardinals part-time 
groundskeeper from Collinsville had 
no qualms about returning the ball to 
McGwire, who broke Roger Maris’ 
37-year-old single-season home run 
record. The ball was almost immedi- 
ately placed in the National Hall of 
Fame in Cooperstown, N.Y., the 
place where Forneris’ believed it 
rightfully belonged. 

Last week came the flip side to 
Forneris’ story. Phillip Ozersky, an 
employee at Washington University in 
St. Louis, received $2.7 million for the 
ball that McGwire hit for his record 
70th homer. Good old capitalism at 
its finest. 

“Tt feels gratifying that all our 
efforts paid off,” said Arlan Ettinger, 
president of Guernsey’s auction house 
in New York, which sold: the ball to a 
yet-to-be-named buyer. ‘‘There were 
comments made to us by members of 
other leading auction houses, who 
sort of scoffed at the notion that 
somebody would pay $1 million for a 
baseball.”” 


Forneris, more than a casual 
observer, wasn’t surprised at the 
price tag 

“There was an offer of $1 million 
over the Internet, and I had heard 
the ball from $1 million to $3 mil- 
lion,"’ Forneris said. ‘‘I thought it 
would lean toward the high side.’” 

Despite the instant wealth Ozersky 
is receiving, the 22-year-old Forneris 
still has no second thoughts about 
giving the ball "to" MeGwi ithout 
attaching monetary value to it. 

“I really don’t know how much I 
could have gotten for the ball,”’ For- 
neris said. ‘“‘To be honest, I really 
don’t want to know. So what if I got a 
million dollars or whatever for the 
ball. Some may have said that would 
not have been enough. As far as I’m 
concerned, the ball is priceless and 
will stay that way because I didn’t 
sell it.” 

At the same auction, the ball Sam- 
my Sosa hit for his 62nd homer went 
for $15,000. Sosa’s 66th and final home 
run of the 1998 seasen went for 
$150,000. McGwire’s 67th and 68th 
home run balls were auctioned for 
$50,000 each, his 44th for $27,000 and 
his '16th for $20,000. 

Forneris is convinced he did the 
right thing. He received a_lot of 
admiration for what he did. He’s not 
begrudging Ozersky for his payoff. 

“He did what he thought was 
right,” Forneris said. 

By chance, Forneris said he 
bumped into some of Ozersky’s 
friends who said his life was a bit 
rattled after he retrieved homer No. 
70. 

“About a week after the homer, he 
had to get out of town, I was told by 
his friends,’’ Forneris said. ‘The 
attention was too much for him, I 
guess. I -haven’t talked to him but I 
would like to know what his life has 
been for the last four mont! 

Forneris knows what his life 
been like. 

“This will be the closest I'll be to 
being a major league player,’’ he 
said. ‘‘A lot of neat things have hap- 
pened to me, which I'll always 
remember.”

One of those things is that Forneris 
is in the Hall of Fame — sort of. 

“After McGwire hit his 70th homer, 
Steve Peeler (Cardinals head ground- 
skeeper) had me sign the bases, 
Forneris said. “‘I signed my name 
and put No. 62 below it.

Eagle watch 1999 


Birds and bird-watchers flock to the Mississippi

In addition to snow and ice, drivers along the 
Great River Road north of Alton have anot 
obstacle to avoid: eagle watchers. 

With recent cold weather icing up the river, 
large numbers of American bald eagles can be 
seen along the Mississippi River, especially 
near the dams. 

Eagles congregate near the dams because 
the open water below gives them excellent 
feeding opportunities 

Last year, eagle watchers were somewhat 
disappointed because warmer weather 
scattered the birds. 


For the uninitiated, the best way to spot 
eagles is to look for other groups of people 
stopped along the river for no apparent reason, 
pointing and looking out into the middle of 
mornin: 

On closer examination, what appears to be a

ald eagles mature and develop their distinct 

head covering at about two years. Immature 

bald eagles have dark-colored head feathers. 

Once the eagles start showing up, so do the 
people. 

“We've been out here for about an hour,’’ 
said David Hasty of St. Louis. 

He and Nancy Rolfe, also of St: Louis, were 
sitting on the guardrail along the River Road, 
using binoculars and a camera-spotting scope 
to watch a single eagle perched on the ice in 
mid-channel 

“We're looking for some good pictures,”” 
Hasty said. “I have a friend who’s an artist 


and he wants pictures he can work with.” 

He said eagle watching has been good this 
year. 

““We were here last week and they were all 
over the place,” he said. 

Joe and Sherri Mashburn of Maplewood, Mo., 
had spent Saturday driving up to Grafton and 
back toward Alton and planned to make 
another trip up to’Grafton before calling it a 
day. 


Joe Mashburn said they moved to the area 
from Texas last year and seeing so many 


* eagles in one place was a treat. 


“In Texas there are only one or two places 
to see eagles,” he said. ‘This is great because 
they’re so close and there are so many.” 

Normally during the winter, there are a 
higher concentration of eagles in the area than 
any other part of the U.S. outside of Alaska 
The eagles usually start showing up in 
November and stay until March. The last week 
in January and first week in February are 
considered prime eagle-watching times. 

On Feb. 6-7, Trailnet Inc. is sponsoring an 
eagle watch on the old Chain of Rocks Bridge 
in Madison. 


The bridge will be open from 9 a.m. to 3 
p.m. both days and there will be warming tents 
and spotting scopes available. 

Representatives from the World Bird 
Sanctuary will also bring eagles so people can 
see the birds close-up. 

Parking is available on the Missouri side of 
the bridge

Oscar field has many pretenders this year 


‘Shakespeare,’ Private Ryan’ only sure-fire nominees 


The smoke had barely 
cleared from the battlefields of 
“Saving Private Ryan’ last 
summer when the Oscar 
campaigns for best picture 
fired up. 

“From that moment 
forward,” said Mark Urman, 
president of Lions Gate 
Releasing, “everyone was * 
searching, looking, wondering 
what other four films would 
stand beside that particular 
monument.” 

With Academy Award 
nomination voting in full 
swing, part of the question 
appears to have been 
answered, ‘Shakespeare In 
Love” gained enough, critical - 
and popular acclaim’ to make 
it a strong challenger to 
Steven Spielberg’s World War 
II epic. : - 

Now Hollywood is wondering 
which films will fill the 
remaining three of five 
nomination slots for best 


picture when the nods are 
announced Feb. 9. With a 
dearth of prestigious releases 
from the major studios, the 
critics all over the map and 
the Oscar juggernaut 3 
“Titanic” safely in the past,» 
it’s anybody’s guess. 

“There haye been more ' 
conversations, more debate 
about what would be a serious 
contender this year than ever 
before,”’ said publicist Tony 
Angellotti, who is working on 
Miramax’s Oscar campaign. 
“Pictures that six months ago 
no one would have placed in 
the race are now in 
contention.”’ 

That means that small films 
like ‘Gods and Monsters” and 
“Waking Ned Devine” have 
shots at best picture 
nominations. So do two films 
in foreign languages, “‘Life Is 
Beautiful’ from Italy and 
“Central Station” from Brazil. 

That also means that the 
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major studios may be nearly 
as outgunned at Oscar time as 
they were in the 1996 Oscars, 
dubbed ‘Independents’ Day,” 
because four of the five 
nominees were independent 
productions, as was the 
winner, “The English Patient,” 
from Miramax. This year, two 
studio releases, ‘‘Ryan’”’ from 
DreamWorks and ‘The 
Truman Show” from 
Paramount, are the strongest 
contenders, 

Here is a rundown of the top 
contenders for best picture at 
the March 21 awards 
ceremony: 

1. “Saving Private Ryan.” 

The brutally realistic 
examination of blood and 
bravery benefits from two 
elements dear to Academy 
voters: epic sweep and box 
office success. 


“Ryan”’ also has tremendous 
directing from Spielberg, a 
strong cast led by Tom Hanks 
in another Oscar-worthy 
performance, and an equally 
impressive supporting lineup 
highlighted by Tom Sizemore 
in an Oscar-caliber 
performance. 

But will “Ryan” win the big 
prize March 21? The film has 
dominated — but not swept — 
the critics’ prizes. It was 
behind ‘The Truman Show” 
and “Shakespeare in Love” in 
Golden Globe nominations.

choices at crucial junctures confuse things even further. Some 
parts of the plot are simply dropped with no explanation. 
Metaphors gradually grow tiresome. 

Bening, a good actress, makes for a believable Claire, but the 
script keeps putting her in situations that undermine her 
character’s credibility. At one point, after several other near 
misses, she escapes from a mental institution and immediately 
causes a multi-car pileup — from which she emerges unscathed. 

By the time it winds circuitously toward its conclusion, it feels 
like a bad adaptation of some Edgar Allan Poe story — with a 
truly preposterous ending reminiscent of one of the less adept 
“Elm Street” sequels. 

The best psychological dramas about the murderous mind — 
Hitchcock’s “Psycho,” Michael Powell’s ‘Peeping. Tom,” Brian 
DePalma’s ‘Dressed to Kill” and, most prominently Fritz 
Lang’s 1931 classic “M’’ — evolve and unfold as information is 
released.
